The 
hop-of was poised with a delicate 
balance between fair weather and 
foul. The basis for the sudden de- 
| cision to take the air today was 
the morning meteorological fore- 
cast by Prof. Biorkness. His ob- 
servations indicated that last night 
marked the eve of a three or four- 
day period of favorable weather. 

Every man in Kings Bay was on 
hand for the hop-off, full of the 
great significance of the moment. 

Now that the start has actually 

made, all those who have 
been left behind at the base will 
be on the qui vive in preparation 
for whatever emergency the next 
hours may bring forth. From the 
time that the two polar planes 
mingled with the Kindred gray of 
the northern horizon, nobody was 
willing to take his eyes that 
point of the compass for long.

LIKE CLOCK WORK 

The expedition was up for 7 
o'clock breakfast, from then until 
the planes and the 
mother ships were centers of fina! 

The ca of emergency 
rations, sledges, Skil, ts 
and tents were load into the 
planes, the motors were overhauled 
almost hourly. The huge metal 
drums of gasoline were siedged 
across the ice from the motor ship 
hobby to the cove. 

Toward the'taking-off time the 
planes whirred over the snow to 
the designated hop-off place.

There was not the slightest por- 
tent of disaster.

MEXICAN TRADE 


Consular Attache Reports on 
Business Field 


Standard of Living. Rising 
in Latin Republic 


Era of Large Investment of 
Capital Foreseen 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

ST. LOUIS, May 21.—How to 
develop new trade in Mexico was 
explained by Alexander V. Dye. 
American commercial attache at 
Mexico City, who spoke here today 
at the session of the Central Mie 
sissippi Valley Foreing Trade Con- 
ference. The purpose of the con- 
ference, in which twenty Missis- 
sippi Valley States are represented. 
is to promote the trade of the val- 


The United States now is supply- 
Ing 70.9 per cent of Mexico's total 
imports, asserted Dye, but he ad- 
vised that an increase in future 
trade must be brought about ether 
through securing a greater propor- 
tlonate share of Mexico's trade or 
through Mexico being able to in- 
crease her purchasing power and 
thus buy more from the United 
States and the rest of the world. 
FIELD FERTILE 

“At the present,“ sald Dye. “it is 

estimated that out of a total pop- 


ulation of 15,000,000 not more than 
8.900,000 are consumers of for- 
eign goods, leaving 12.000.000 as 
a field for expansion of our export 
trade. 

“The manner of life of this part 
of the population has changed con- 
siderably in the last fifteen years. 
One of the noticedble tendencies 
is to concentrate in cities and in- 
dustrial centers. While the popula- 


tion of Mexico as a whole has not 
Increased, nearly all cities of any 
importance have greatly Increased 
their population. Mexico City in 
fifteen years has trebled her in- 
habitants, the total now being 
800,000." 

This condition has brought about 
different customs in eating, in 
habits and styles of clothing. Dye 
pointed out, with a consequent 
rise in the standard of living. 

The development of new indus- 
tries within Mexico is becoming a 
vital necessity, the speaker 48 
serted, because the average Men- 
can will be able to become a pro- 
ducer in this way and have a 
greater purchasing power. 

“Resources tan be developed 
only by the Invasion of fresh capl- 
tal.“ Dye continued, “and that cap 
ital must come from abroad be- 
cause it is not in Mexico. This 
tendency has been manifest for 
some time and has heen fostered 
by the increasing high tariff wall. 
which makes it more profitable to 
build factories in Mexico than to 
import the goods. 


ON VERGE OF BOOM 

“Many factories are on the verge 
of entering Mexico and some have 
entered. Others are waiting for a 
longer. period of stable conditions. 
If peace and stable political and 
economic conditions can be main- 
tained in the republic for the next 
five years, it is safe to vy that 
$500,000,000 of foreign capital will 
be Invested there and a correspond- 
ing Increase in export trade will 
follow.”

Outlook for 1925 Indicative 
' of Good Increase 


The business of the Los Angeles 
Stock Exchange, organized in 
1899, has grown faster than any 
other Important financial activity 
in Los Angeles during the past ¢cec- 
ade, according to Frank Hervey 
Pettingell, president of the Los An- 
geles Stock Exchange. 

This statement is well attested 


by the following figures: 

The bank clearings of Los 
geles in 1915 totaled $1,049,110, 
927, while in 19234 they totaled 
$7.194,625,378, eam increase 
$6,145,414,451 or a gain in the ten 
years of 685 per cent. 

The building permits of Les An- 
geles for 1915 totaled $11,888,- 
662. as compared with 1180. 
247.621 m 1924, an increase of 
$138.358,959, or 1164 per cent in 
the ten-year period. 

The postal receipte of Los An- 
geles in 1915 totaled $2,241,992.37, 
while in 1924 they amounted to

This is 
most frequently noticeable in con- 
nection with bank stock trades 
and transactions in the es of 
the corporations of limit dis- 
tribution where publicity is most 
liable to influence the price at 
which additional shares may be 
bought or sold.

As an indication of itg interest

September. 


The board took this step at the 


suggestion of Dr. Glenn Levin 
Swiggett, eastern educator, who is 
the national director of the Mexi- 
can contest and who arrived in 
Los Angeles on Wednesday to ar- 
range for the culminating event 
of that competition, which will be 
the Los Angeles visit of the win- 
ners and the delivery of their ora- 
tions. here. 


MEXICO WEEK PLANS 


The program of entertainment 
for the visiting orators during their 
stay here and the accompanying 
events, featuring Mexico week will 
be prepared by committees to be 
appointed later by the board. Be- 
fore returning to Mexico, Dr. Swig- 
gett will confer with chamber of- 
ficials in regard to plans for the 
forthcoming event. The idea of 
Mexico week grew out of the plan 
adopted by El Universal, leading 
Mexico City newspaper, which is 
sponsoring the contest in co-oper- 
ation with The Times, to send the 
winning orators to this country. 
It was thought appro>criate to ex- 
pand their visit here into an event 
in which the entire immunity 
would be interested. 

The contest in Mexico is a sub- 
ject of intense interest to all the 
people of that country, according 
to Dr. Swiggett. It has received 
the official sanction of the govern- 
ment of Mexico, the Minister of 
Education, Dr. Jose Manuel Puig 
Casauranc, having pledged the 
active co-operation of that depart- 
ment in making the contest a suc- 
cess. The contest is open to all 
pupils in the secondary and o- 
fessional schools of Mexico, and 
Dr. Swiggett states that the en- 
thusiasm with which the contest 
has been received in these schools 
is no less marked than in the Unit- 
ed States. The national finals will 
take place in Mexico City on Sep- 
tember 16, when orators represent- 
ing every part of the country will 
compete for the national champi- 
onship. 

“The cordiality with which the 
contest idea has been received in 
my country exceeds all expecta- 
tions,” said Rafael Aveleyra, Mexi-

After a three months’ test 
some one has asked: “What 
good, if any, has resulted from 
a traffic‘ordinance enacted for 
the protection of pedestrians 
by authorizing all motorists 
to apply the brakes when a 
pedestrian ines his br her 
intention of crossing a Los 
Angeles street by holding the 
hand aloft palm out toward 
traffic?” 

The question cannot be an- 
swered with statistical data, 
inasmuch as there tent tany 
statistical data. The police 
records fail to show that a 
single altercation has arisen 
between a pedestrian and a 
motorist concerning the mat- 
ter. No arrests have been 
made. 

After questioning sundry- 

estrians, motorists and po- 
lice officials, it developed that

ATER LEGISLATION 

Los Angeles electors will find opportu- 
nity on the June ballot to express an opin- 
fon concerning the desirability of legisia- 
tion authorizing Southern California com- 
munities to join in the formation of a mu- 
nicipal water district. The primary object 
of such legislation, of course, is to permit 
several municipalities to establish works 
for the development and distribution of im- 
pounded water from the Colorado River. 

The people of this community are alert 
to the necessity for adding to our water 
supply and, unquestionably, will return a 
virtually unanimous indorsement of the sug- 
gested municipal water district. 

Because of its greater financial resources 
and other advantages Los Angeles logically 
should take the lead in developing this 
great, vital project, but nothing should be 
contemplated or attempted that does not 
propose absolute, unquestioned equity as 
between Los Angeles and the various other 
communities that may become a part of 
the district. 

Joint action for mutual benefit on the 
part of different communities is desirable 


pas | Only when each becomes a party to a con- 


tract without thought of special considera- 
tion or advantage. It is to be expected that 
some of the smaller communities in this

EMORIAL REDWOOD GROVE 

Prominent elubwomen are inaugurat- 
ing a movement which promises to become 
a popular addition to the rites of Memorial 
Day. Its first purpose is to save the mon- 
arch redwoods of the Santa Cruz forest 
from the ax of the woodchopper. Its sen- 
timent is to dedicate a grove of these trees 
to the memory of the nation’s honored dead. 
The “Save the Redwood League” is co- 
operating with the women's clubs, which, in 
their convention in the redwoods, five miles 
from Santa Crus, will present to the State 
funds raised for the purchase of trees by 
the California Federation of Women’s Clubs. 
The crusade is tree from the elements of a 
short-lived fad in that it has a permanent 
appeal to recommend it. 


All Californians, and especially the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles, are proud of this move- 
ment, which originated in their own State 
and prominently has been supported by the 
women of this city. The initiative was 
taken by Mrs. John C. Urquhart, president 
of the California Federation of Women's 
Clubs, and Mrs. J. B. Lorbeer, president of 
the Los Angeles district and at one time 
the State chairman of conservation.
